INFANT HY GIENE.
Written for the Times,

The following general rules, taken from
Dr. Bouth's treatise on Infant Feeding, will
conclaue the present serios:

GENEBRAL RULFES,

No wrgetable fuod, particulsely arrow”
ruol, should be given to any child withom
teeth, except by specinl order from the med-
ical man. I teeth be present, it may vcca-
siopally be given.

It for Infants without teeth, onder three
monthe: Take milk and water, of esch four
onpors: sugar of wilk, ove drachm; lime
waler, two teaspooniule. Mix.

Uunder siz monthe: Take of milk six ox;
sager of milk, one and hall drachoe; water
iwo oz; lime water, one tablespoonful. Mix.

17 the above disagree, subatitute Lobb's or
Turcer's preparaiion:

Infante under nive mouths—Take of pure
milk, balf pint, sogur of melk, two dreachms;
lime water, ane izbiwpoonful, Prepare
Lobb's whey, with &f1en drops only of pre-
pared rennet instead of thirty.

Diet for Tofants above eight months, if
jormessing tovth—"'Nestle's Milk Food'" ob-
taited from druggistes For Feeding Bottles
— Mz one tablespooniul of the food with
ten tablespooutule of cold water. Boil mix-
ture for a few minutes with constant stirring.

Fos a Light Pap—Mix orie tablespoonful
of the food with five 1ablespoonfuls of cold
water. Boil as before weth coontant stirring
for & few minues. N. B.—No sugar or
wilk to be sdded,

Lenti! Food—Prepare in the same way as
nhove with lentil powder.

Brend Bop—Take of four ounces of stale
howe-baked or serated bread, break it up
in wmnll pleces; wdd boiling water enough
to meak it sl it np completely ; add grad
ually milk raised to & tempersture o) 1807
